Firearm accidents have 
claimed the lives of at least 


B | four (4) Alabama outdoorg- 


men and injured some 15 
others during the 1963-64 
hunting season, a State De- 
partment of Conservation 
report revealed today. 

Most of the shooting ac- 
cidents were attributed to 
careless firearm handling 
and firing before identi- 
fying the target. Several 
injuries recently resulted 
from mistaking human 
anatomy and clothing for 
deer or squirrels. 

Conservation Director 
Claude D, Kelley called the 
accidents ‘‘regrettable and 
for the most part avoid- 
able.”’ Kelley himself a 
turkey hunter of consider- 
able reputation, sald ‘‘safe, 
sane shooting’’ would have 
prevented almost all of 
these hunting mishaps. 

The State official cau- 
tioned sportsmen to be 
careful during the re- 
mainder of the quail sea- 
son and while hunting wild 
turkeys this spring.
